The Russian Revolution had a more profound effect than .fcorld ?ar I on the" social 
and economic life of the Gjand IJichy. Bussians had always been prominent among the 
gilded noblemen who thronged, around the -gambling tables in the GraidBucal Bourse, and 
those who survived the revolution were virtually impoverished* 

The Grand ruchy's intelligentsia - a group very small in ntaaber - rejected con- 
ventional explanations for the revolution in favor cf a theory nrre in keeping with 
the intellectual outlook of Beaucouillon. Henry Pike - later the Earl of Pike - ptlt 
forth this theory with his usual vehemence and syntax in a description of one of the 
noble exiles, Count Alexander Obio-woff: ■ . 

"Behind them, far behind them, under the ornate canopy, and wearing a dazzling 
white uniform, that of the old Brperial Guards, emblazoned with a sheaf of medals, sil- 
ver and gold, crescent and starahaped, clasped over gay little ribbons, and crossed, 
all of them,, by a silken sash tucked under a military belt from the heart of the Cau- ' 
casus, which tied in the tunic itself around a paunch of impressive proportions, though 
not out of scale with the rest ef the person whose legs were fitted with the most ele- 
gant "boots, polished black- w}th tall heel§ and spurs, and carelessly resting, one over 
the other, in an attitude of seignorial e^e» sfhich,^ alone, would- indicate the high 
breeding of their owner if there hadn't been as well his peaked mustache drawn to a 
sliver at oaoh end and held there by a waxing which kept tham bristling all the day 
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long as if drawing attention to the fact they belonged to a noble who .^uld take a© 
insolence or alight, though he tree capable of oanmitting the grossest insult un- 
. abasjed, with as art and maftner which had,, almost disappeared from the face ef tite 
earth *ith the assassination of foe Czar and the court of all the Husaias by men'aho 
could not brook that others should revel^in t&e singular lecheries of the royal cham- 
bera while they had to content themselves with .a street-corner tart whose talents 
were dubious , limited and lacking in the refinements *nd cunning they suspected were 
rampant within the pa-bace walls * the very ones this self -same noble riding up the 
Barents drive before us had relished with his peers during that brief, mad epoch's 
last fling to heaven aod hell befbre it >as snuffed out of existence to make room 
for a world of reason*"
